"Of  the  clotty  history  of  |IUUl  congregation  audi  of  its  first 
organisation  the  following  sketch  has  bo*i  collected  from  the 
recollection  and  vsrbal  statements  of  a  few  of  the  aged  meo- 
bars  spared  to  ths  present  /ear  13.53  —  aad  from  the  .UPeaby- 
iarial  records  as  far  aa  they  could  he  consulted  from  which  & 
. spears  that  the  gospel  bus  first  preachbd  in  this  place  by 

the  Revd,  Wio.  Richardson  of  tfaxhaw  at  private  houses  and  such 
places  as  the  scattering  inhabitants  at  that  early  day  night 
agree  to  meet  and  that  he  first  preached  in  this  contraction 
in  the  year  IjQi  or  1765  and  that  the  first  house  for  publiek 
worship  was  built  here  in  the  year  1767.

"The  Sevd.  Samuel  C.  Caldwell  after  the  death  of  Mr.Wallia 
supplied  the  congregation  of  Providence  giving  then  1  third 
or  1  fourth  of  his  time. 

"In  April  1821  The  ftevd. Robert  H.  Morrison  having  received  a 
call  from  Providence  congregation  was  ordained  and  installed 
at  the  same  time  Pastor  of  this  congregation,  which  office  he 
sustained  one  year,  and  in  April  1822  h<s  resigned  the  charge. 
"The  congregation  was  then  vacant  until  iiprll  1823  when  they 
presented  a  call  to  the  xievd.  Samuel  Williamson  who  was  or- 
dained on  the  JGth.day  of  May  1823  and  installed  Pastor  of 
Providence  coa>'  ,,ation  at  the  same  time,  '.vhich  office  he  sus- 
tained until  I4arch  I8U0  when  he  resigned  the  charge  (Note* 
the  following  sentence  is  in  handwriting  of  ftevd.

The 
Rev. Mr.  Johnston  sustained  the  pastoral  relation  to  these  uni- 
ted congregations  until  the  close  of  the  year  18^5 .  Occasional 
supplies  were  enjoyed  for  a  brief  period  and  then,  the  servi- 
ces of  Rev.  R.E.  Sherril  were  obtained,  giving  one  half  of  the 
time  to  this  church  and  the  other  half  to  Sharon.  He  was  en- 
gaged on  the  first  of  :Jov.l2U6,  to  supply  \intil  the  end  of  the 
year  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  he  was  requested  to  continue 
the  following  year;  but  owing  to  delicate  and  declining  health 
he  was  released  from  his  charge  on  the  18th  of  October  18^7.

He  was  ordained  and  installed  pastor  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Concord  at  Sharon  clnirch  on  the  20th. of  Jtfay

"During  the  summer  of  18|p3  the  itev.Daniel  Baker, D.D.  of  Texas 
while  passing  through  this  region,  preached  a  series  ox  ser- 
i-jons  at  Pro ri dense,  and  his  labors  being  attended  with  the  bless 
ing  of  God  many  $      )  souls  were  gathered  into  the  church. 
The  congregation  continued  to  enjoy  the  labors  of  the  Hot.  Dr. 
I'harr  until  the     of  18^    when  he  resigned  his  charge  as& 
was  dismissed  by  Presbytery  to  connect  himself  with  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Knoxvllle. 

"It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  congregation  of  Providence  dur- 
ing these  last  years  has  been  reduced  about  one  half.  Many  fam- 
ilies have  removed  westward;  and  their  places  were  not  filled 
by  Presbyterians,  while  a  portion  have  gone  to  other  denomina- 
tions. But  though  fewer  in  numbers;  mors,  in  the  aggregate,  ha: 
been  paid  to  the  support  of  the  gospel  at  home,  and  more  con- 
tributed to  the  spread  of  religion  abroad  than  at  any  previous 
time.  After  a  brief  Interval  the  church  of  Providence  in  conn- 
ection with  Sharon  secured  the  services  of  i'x.   J.  fiumple,  a 
licentiate  of  Concord  Presbytery,  \aho  was  licensed  at  iiocky 
River  church  on  Thursday  the  31st. of  July,  IS56.  He  commenced 
his  labors  here  on  sabbath,  the  2Uth.of  iug,18$6.  During  the 
autumn  of  this  year  a  call  was  made  out  for  his  services  the 
one  half  of  his  time.  Having  accepted  th-;  call,  he  was  solemn- 
ly ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry  by  Concord  Presby 
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on  the  Sth.day  of  Jan.1857  at  Sharon  church  &  installed  pastor 
of  that  church.  And  on  the  lbth.of  Jan. 1357  he  nag  installed 
Pastor  of  Providence  church.  During  the  year  1339  arrangements 
^ere  made  for  the  erection  of  a  new  church,  and  during  the  fell 
and  winter  &  ensuing  spring  a  new  &  centre  dlous  church  was  er- 
ected on  the  brow  of  hill  opposite  the  old  one.

"Letter  V. 

"April  2d, 1802 

"The  subject  of  this  is  the  meeting  at  lew  Providence. 
"Extract,  not  in  Mr.Hall's  Narrative.  At  this  meeting  has  been 
demolished  an  infidel  objection  that  only  weak  nerves  and  minds 
are  affected  in  this  work.  Here  I  saw  prostrate,  a  young  man, 
remarkable  for  the  robustness  of  his  body,  and  energy  of  his 
mind,  and  for  opposition  resolute  and  determined.  '0  God1, 
were  his  very  words,  'and  must  I  shrink  now?  Must  I  lie  here 
an  humble  spectacle  to  the  gasing  crowd?'  After  a  pause,  '0 
God,  have  mercy':  -  but  after  another  -  'Bid  I  ever  ask  it  be- 
fore? No!  but  often  for  curses'.  Another  young  man,  the  larg- 
est in  the  Assembly,  was  stricken  down.  But  the  most  remark- 
able of  all  was  a  gentleraan  of  a  strong  constitution,  and  a 
mind  enlightened,  and  enlarged  by  science,  and  knowledge  of 
the  world  -  and  in  the  school  of  infidelity,  a  master.  This 
gentleman  I  saw  soon  after  he  was  struck.  He  passed  a  night 
in  horrors  indescribable.  I  heard  him  declare  the  next  morn- 
ing that  he  believed  this  to  be  a  supernatural  work;  and  urged 
in  proof  the  first  of  the  above  young  men,  'whom  I  know', 
said  he,  'to  have  both  strength  of  nerves,  and  energy  of  mind; 

and  yet  he  fell'. 
•Wis  own  Narrative  first  obtained  from  another  .April  27, 1802, and 
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afterwards  directly  from  himself,  May  22,  is  in  my  letter-book, 
and  is  exactly  as  follows".  (Here  follows  letter  VI) 
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XXTBACT  FROM  "afcVIDSOB  CuLLEGS"  BY  CORNSLIA  REB2KAH  SHAW  GQH- 
CKHNIHO  mwm  HAIiL  MORRISON  FIRST  PRESIDED  OF  DAVIDSON  OOLIr- 
SCE  (Dec.21,18>6)  A1ID  PASTOR  OF  PROVIDBKCE  CHURCH(April  1821- 
April  1822). 

"Robert  Hall  Morrison  was  born  September  8,1798.  James ,Jolin 
and  Robert  t-iorrison,  brothers,  came  to  America  from  Scotland 
about  1750.  Coming  first  to  Pennsylvania,  they  removed  to  the 
Southern  frontier,  and  settled  on  the  Dobbs  grant  in  the  Hock/ 
River  District  of  Mecklenburg  County.  Hobert  Morrison  was  born 
in  1728  and  died  in  1810.  His  son,  William  Morrison,  born  in 
1756,  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  and  agter  the  war  es- 
tablished himself  according  to  his  needs  as  a  farmer  and  mill- 
er. He  married  Abigail  McBwen,  and  it  is  pertinent  to  note 
that  James  McSwen,  brother  of  Abigail  MoBwen,  was  the  first 
master  of  Dr. Hall's  'Clio's  Mursery*,  and  married  a  sister  of 
Dr. Hall. 

"Robert  Hall  Morrison,  son  of  William  Morrison,  after  a  thor- 
ough schooling  under  John  Makemie  Wilson  at  Rocky  River  Acad- 
emy, was  sent  to  college  at  Chapel  Hill.  He  entered  Sophomore 
in  1815,  and  was  graduated  in  1818,  ranking  third  in  a  very 
capable  class.  James  K.  Polk,  who  later  became  President  of 
the  United  States,  an  extraordinarily  punctual  and  diligent  mem- 
ber of  the  class,  took  first  honor. 

"It  was  the  example  of  John  Makemie  Wilson  and  John  Robinson 

especially  that  led  Robert  H.  Morrison  into  the  ministry  of 
the  Church.  He  followed  his  studies  in  theology  at  home  under 
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those  remarkable  men  and  for  a  year  or  two  after  1820  was  in 
charge  of  Providence  Church,  Mecklenburg  County.  For  five  years 
after  1822  he  was  pastor  of  the  Church  at  Fayetteville,  that 
old  capital  town.  In  1827  he  returned  to  Mecklenburg  County  to 
become  pastor  of  Sugar  Creek  Congregation,  which  included  the 
flourishing  village  of  Charlotte.  An  entry  in  his  notebook 
reads:  'In  January, 18 33 t  I  gave  up  my  charge  of  the  Church  in 
Charlotte,  that  they  might  obtain  preaching  all  the  time,  as 
one  third  was  entirely  too  little  and  it  was  out  of  my  power 
to  give  them  more.  The  separation  was  of  the  most  amicable 
kind.  I  was  pastor  of  that  church  six  years'. 
"He  had  been  paid  a  salary  of  $600,  of  which  Charlotte  contri- 
tauted  $200. 

"During  kr. Morrison's  stay  in  Fayetteville  he  received  the  hour 
orary  degree  of  A.M.  from  Princeton  College.  About  the  same  tfce 
he  was  married  to  bias   Mary  Graham,  a  daughter  of  General  Jos- 
eph Graham,  of  Lincoln  County,  and  a  sister  of  Governor  Will- 
iam A.  Graham.  General  Graham  was  a  veteran  of  the  Revolution, 
and  was  well  established  as  an  iron  founder  at  Vesuvius  Fur- 
nace. 

■ 

"Of  Mr. Morrison's  ability  as  an  instructor,  Dr.  Ramsay,  1841, 
writes:  He  was  a  pleasant,  impressive,  and  successful  teacher. 
He  questioned  to  learn  what  the  student  knew  and  lectured  to 
impart  his  own  knowledge.  He  filled  any  chair  necessity  re- 
quired. 
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but  generally  taught  iviathematics  and  the  Sciences. 
"As  a  preacher,  .Or.  Rarasay  continues  in  his  Memorial  Address, 
1SS7:  He  is  remembered  as  a  genuine  pulpit  orator.  His  style 
was  easy,  animated,   earnest  and  pathetic  -  not  artificial, 
hut  natural.  Hi3  sermons  were  methodically  and  logically  arr- 
anged, but  he  usually  glided  into  his  argument  without  special 
announcement.  The  College  was  peculiarly  fortunate  in  having 
such  types  of  oratory  as  were  set  forth  by  Dr.  Morrison  and 
Professor  Sparrow. 

"Dr.  Miller (  at  the  time  and  for  years  pastor  of  the  ?irst 
Church  in  Charlotte  )  said  in  a  newspaper  article  prepared  in 
I889  that  Dr.  Morrison's  ministry  had  been  a  'ministry  of  pow- 
er1, -  not  non-committal  and  politic.  It  is  difficult  to  esti- 
mate the  work  of  any  minister  done  so  long  ago,  but  it  is  evi- 
dent that  Hobert  Hall  Morrison  for  many  years  of  his  long  life 
was  a  minister  of  power. 

"With  fine  native  gifts,  dignified  manners,  strong,  practical 
ndnd,  his  was  a  magnetic  personality.  Though  a  Union  man  at 
heart,   Dr.  Morrison  cast  in  his  lot  with  his  people,  and  es- 
poused the  cause  of  the  Confederacy.   Three  of  his  sons  became 
soldiers,  and  all  were  useful  citizens  in  Church  and  State. 
Major  William  Morrison  was  a  raost  efficient  staff  officer. 
Captain  J. &.  Morrison  was  Aide  to  Gent3ral  T.J.Jackson,   and 
Captain  H.H.iforrison  was  Aide  to  General  D.H.Hill  and  was,

said  General  iiill,  'as  efficient  as  it  was  possible  for  rrortal 
man  to  be*.  JTive  daughters  married  officers  of  the  Confederate 
Army,  vis.  -  General  Thomas  J.  Jackson,  General  Daniel  Harvey 
Hill,  Colonel  John  I.  Brown,  General  itufus  Barringer,  and  Maj- 
or Alphonso  C.  Avery.

"President  Williamson  was  born  in  York  County,  South  Carolina, 
on  June  12,  179;/,  tlie  son  of  a  Scotch-Irish,   soldier  elder. 
His  father  and  his  four  brothers  were  soldiers  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. Born  and  reared  in  those  years  of  national  stress  and 
strain,  he  was  inured  to  hard  work.  He  was  taught  by  Rev.  Rob- 
ert B.   Walker  of  South  Carolina  and  Rev.  James  Wallls  of  Prov- 
idence Academy  in  Sorth  Carolina.  After  teaching  long  enough 
to  procure  the  means  to  complete  his  education,  he  entered  the 
Senior  Class  of  South  Carolina  College  in  1S17.  The  president 
of  his  Alma  Hater  who  had  presided  over  it  during  its  entire 
existence,    in  testifying  to  his  worth  wrote:  Ux.   Williamson 
has  sustained  an  unblemished  character,  and  by  his  industry,  ftULs 
talents  and  learning,  has  acquired  the  esteem  and  respect  of 
all  his  teachers.  In  my  opinion  few  young  men  can  rank  with 

him  for  eminent  abilities,  and  I  declare  that  I  know  no  gradu- 
ate of  this  college  whom  I  would  mare  readily  recommend  as  be- 
ing qualified  to  be  an  instructor  of  youth. 
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"J|fter  leaving  the  College  (which  Is  now  the  University  of 
South  Carolina),  he  lived  in  the  home  of  Hey.  Janes  Adams  and 
was  principal  of  Bethel  Academy  in  York  County.  He  evidently 
studied  theology  with  his  host,  as  he  was  licensed  to  preach 
in  1822  and  was  married  to  the  daughter  of  his  teacher  a  short 
time  thereafter. 

"Dr. Williamson  was  a  man  of  fine  physique  and  of  unusual  mental 
and  physical  endurance.  His  was  a  well-trained  mind;  and  with 
a  retentive  memory  he  was  able  to  teach  a  variety  of  subjects 
that  would  be  the  despair  of  the  average  professor  of  to-day, 
k   student  who  lived  in  his  home  for  three  years  described  him 
as  being  gentle  and  dignified  in  his  home  life.  He  attracted 
the  young  men  under  his  care  with  his  magnetic  persnality.  A 
criticism  by  one  of  his  students  was  that  he  pitched  his  voice 
too  high  in  public  speaking  and  never  lowered  it.  When  some  of 
the  country  peo?>le  once  attempted  to  tell  him  of  some  studeat- 
nisdeed,  he  replied:  •  I  don't  want  to  hear  the  bad.  Tell  me 
the  good  the  boys  did'.

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entitled  Sketches  of  Providence  Ch.  desire  to  make  the  follow- 
ing report. 

We  find  the  Sketches  contain  many  errors,  first,  we  notice  the 
church  was  not  supplied  from  ISly  to  1S21  a  period  of  two  years, 
while  the  fact  is  &ev.  S.  C.  Caldwell  of  Sugar  Creek  gave  Prov- 
idence  one  third  or  one  fourth  of  his  tiiaa.  secondly,  during 
the  pastorate  oi  Dr.  Johnston  uezekiah  Alexander  did  not  serve 
Proviaence  as  an  Jilder,  nor  does  his  widow  now  attend  Provi- 
dence church,  she  having  long  since  passed  from  earth,  thirdly- 
Dr.Pharr's  pastorate  commenced  immediately  after  <ir.  Sherrill 
left  and  i&tthis  connection  the  Comrdttee  desire  to  say  that 
Dr.Pharr  during  his  pastorate  at  Providence  who  without  blame 
and  at  his  own  request  the  pastoral  relation  was  dissolved, 
and  he  was  regularly  dismissed  by  his  Presbytery,  and  his  conn- 
ection in  the  history  of  Providence  Ch  then  censed.  Fourth, 
concerning  the  church  land,  the  first  deed  was  the  gift  of 
David  ilea  father  of  the  venerable  member  of  our  -present  sess- 
ion, then  extended  hy  purchase  from  Mr.  Silas  Ilea  and  at  a  lat- 
er period  by  gift  from  Mr.  J,  hi..   Matthews. 

fifthly.  In  tne  fetches  it  is  stated  that  there  were  probably 
no  Deacons  until  the  Pastorate  of  fiev.  Mr,  Iturople  while  the 
fact  is  the  church  has  baeu  served  by  Jjeacons  for  a  period  of 
thirty  or  snore  years.  Sixthly  concerning  the  cause  of  Mucation 
in  Providence,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  Sketches 
contain  a  very  grave  erx'or,  one  that  reflects  unfavorably  upon 
our  shurch  and  community.  It  is  .veil  known  txiat  (with  short 
intervals)  from  the  time  Providence  had  her  first  Pastor  she 
also  had  a  flourishing  school,  continuing  through  Dr.  Johnston's 
pastorate,  it  is  also  equally  as  well  knowsa  that  the  Academy  did 
not  go  down  nor  the  cause  ax  j£u.uc«*i,ion  languish  after  his  day 
(a$  least  not  until  after  the  disastrous  consequences  of  war) 
but  on  the  contrary  the  Academy  under  My.  $,  C.  Kuykendal  for 
a  period  of  twenty  years  was  never  more  prosperous  and  at  no 
period  in  the  history  of  Providence  did  the  cause  of  Education 
both  male  and  foajale  receive  greater  attention,  w'lile  all  this 
is  well  known  in  the  community,  wa  refer  in  further  confirma- 
tion to  the  great  numbers  scattered  through  the  l.-vnd  who  during 
this  period  receiver,  their  education  in  whole  or  in  part  here 
and  now  fill  important  positions  in  the  various  walks  of  life 
and  we  further  refer  to  an  article  in  the  B.C.Presbyterian  of 
date  Julv  11th. ISO J  over  the  signature  of  Senas. 
In  conclusion  your  committee  would  say  that  as  the  Sketches 
on  the  part  of  the  author  were  doubtless  a  labor  of  love  and

ing to  the  Church.  Mr.  Downs  was  such  a  man  in  Providence 
Church.  Since  his  death  at  the  age  of  tfb  years  one  of  the  old- 
est members  of  the  Church  said  of  him.  No  home  in  which  there 
waa  trouble  or  sorrow  or  need  was  too  humble  for  Billy  Dorms 
to  enter  in  the  ministry  of  service  as  a  Christian  or  neighbor. 
Such  a  tribute  is  a  rich  heritage  to  his  family  and  Church.  His 
example  still  lives.

Lester  Sample  Knox  w  s  born  April  28,  1873  in  Meted eriburg  Coun- 
ty, Eorth  Carolina,  near  Providence  Presbyterian  Church.  His 
parents  were  #.  S.  and  Isabella  Sampl'*  Knox.  Lester  Sample 
Knox  united  with  Providence  Church  in  May  2,  1892  at  the  age 
of  19  years ,  and  on  the  same  day,  Miss  Lydo  Sunn  was  received 
both  in  profession  of  faith  in  Christ.  This  lady  later  became 
his  wife. 

Mr.  Knox  was  elected  secretary  of  the  Sunday  School  in  April 
I899  and  continued  in  this  office  until  his  death  with  the  ex- 
ception of  about  three  years.

They  had  four  children,  Lester  Sample, Jr., 
illiam  McKee,  Frances  Isabella,  and  John  Marshall.  These 
three  sons  and  one  daughter,  with  Mrs.  Knox  survive,  hv. 
Knox  died  at  the  house  where  he  was  born,  the  old  Sample  Iiome- 
stead,  on  March  2,  1933  and  lies  buried  in  the  family  plot 
in  Providence  Cereetery.  Mr.  Knox  had  lived  in  the  same  house 
practically  all  his  life.

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"SKETCHES  OF  HOfiTH  CAHOLIHAh*Hj1V.  VXLLIAM  HSNHT  FOOTS.  CHAPfSii 
"JEW  PaoVIDKNC2  ABO  ITS  A&iaiSTEHS*'. 


"About  twelve  miles  south  of  Charlotte,  on  one  of  the  routes  to 
Camden,  you  will  find  a  beautiful  oak  grove,  through  which  the 
great  road  passes,  the  place  of  assemblage  for  the  worship  of 
God,  of  the  church  and  congregation  of  l^ew  Providence,  or  Prov- 
idence, as  it  is  now  more  commonly  called.  Here,  as  in  revolu- 
tionary times,  are  gathered  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  the  inhab- 
itants of  a  lar~e  section  of  country,  which  was  the  scene  of 
many  thrilling  incidents,  when  Lord  Corwmllls,  with  his  royal 
army,  tested  the  principles  of  the  North  Carolina  Presbyterians. 
The  name  of  the  congregation  was  adopted  from  one  in  Pennsylvan- 
ia, and  as  an  acknowledgement  of  a  kind  providence  in  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  settlement  of  the  eoneppsgation,  particularly 
in  their  being  unmolested  by  the  Indians. 
"Owing  to  the  distance  of  this  country  from  a  printing  press, 
before  and  for  some  time  after  the  revolution,  few  books  or 
pamphlets  are  to  be  found  under  the  name  of  any  of  the  Presby- 
terian ministers  that  labored  so  unremittingly  among  the  church- 
es of  this  interesting  population.  The  law  of  custom  had  decided 
that  the  destruction  of  manuscripts  was  a  part  of  preparation 
for  death,  as  solemn  and  indispensable  as  the  making  the  last 
will  and  testament.  Very  little  of  the  records  of  the  thoughts 

of  these  men  have  been  preserved  from  this  destruction.  And  the 
unfortunate  burning  of  some  houses,  together  with  the  carelgsj-

of  those  who  might  have  rescued  some  thiisga  from  oblivion, 
leaves  the  present  generation  in  wondering  ignorance  of  the 
trials,  and  energy,  and  principles  of  those  brave  and  exoell« 
eat  men. 

rtrXhe  grave  of  but  one  minister  la  found  in  the  burial-place 
at  Providence.  Step  into  the  yard  a  fair  paces  from  the  church, 
and  among  the  chiselled  names  of  Stltt,  Potta,  McKee,  liea, 
Patterson,  McCuilock,  and  Matthews,  the  oldest  of  which  bears 
date  of  176^.  you  will  find  the  plain  mu  tajtaent  of  Pallia,  who 
served  the  congrp.£&tion  from  1792  till  1819.  His  mother's  mora- 
ument  you  will  find  in  the  old  grave-yard  of  Sugar  Creek,  In 
the  comer  opposite  to  Craighead's  sassafras  treea.  Of  the 
previous  ministers  the  accounts  are  scanty,  especially  as  the 
congregation  was  not  so  fortunate  as  sos©  of  its  neighbors  in 
retaining  its  ministers  for  a  protracted  period.  Of  Mr.  Wallis, 
we  shall  say  more  in  the  close  of  this  chapter. 
"Settlements  in  tne  bounds  of  this  congregation  '.tore  node  a- 
bout  the  same  time  as  those  in  Sugar  Crack,  and  Steel  Oreek, 
and  liooky  iiivar,  and  by  the  same  kind  of  emigrants.  The  first 
ministerial  labors  the  settlement  enjoyed,  beside  what  they 
could  receive  froei  tir« Craighead,  were  firqa  the  tie?.    William 
Hichardson,  who  was  licensed  by  Hanover  Presbytery,  at  a  meet- 
ing at  Capt.Ander son's,   in  Cumberland,  Virginia,  Jan.^th  17>>« 
On  the  18th  of  July  following,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 

Presbytery  after  the  union  of  the  Synods  of  Hew  York  and  Phila- 
delphia

hold  in  Cumberland,  Mr.  Mchardson  and  iir.Pattillo  were  ord- 
ained. He  was  appointed  to  attend  at  Hocky  iiiver  on  the  27th 
of  the  September  following,  to  perform  the  installation  ser- 
vices for  lir.  Craighead,  being  on  hi  a  way  to  the  Cherokees. 
How  long  he  remained  with  the  Cherokees  is  not  known.  In  176l5 
he  reported  as  having  left  Hanover  Presbytery,  and  joined  the 
Presbytery  in  South  Carolina,  not  in  connection  with  the  Synod* 
In  1762,  the  Preatytery  sustained  his  reasons  for  joining 
that  Presbytery  without  dismission  from  ills  own,  with  which 
he  was  in  regular  connection. 

"lar.Kichardson  wa3  the  maternal  uncle  of  the  famous  Vta.Rich- 
ardson  Davie,  so  noted  in  the  southern  war,  adopted  him  as  hi  a 
son,  superintended  his  education,  and  made  him  heir  of  an  es- 
tate, every  shilling  of  which  Davie  expended  in  equipping  the 
corps  of  which  ho  was  made  Major  in  1760. 

"How  long  he  preached  in  Providence  is  not  known.  His  resident 
was  in  South  Carolina. 

'"Xhe  first  elders  in  the  church  were  Andrew  Hea,  Archibald  Cro- 
cket, Joshua  Ramsey «  and  Aaron  Howie.  3o?  some  time  previous 
to  the  organisation  of  the  church  in  17Sjj»  there  had  been  but 
one  place  acknowledged  as  the  place  of  worship  by  the  people 
of  this  congregation,  and  that  is  the  grove  where  the  meetia  -*• 
house  now  stands,  in  the  shade  of  whose  trees  the  first  public 

worship  was  celebrated  until  a  house  was  built. 

"In  176b,  there  is  &  notice  on  the  records  of  the  Synod  of  "a

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call  for  settlement  among  them,  from  Steel  Creek  and  New  Prov- 
idence'. About  this  time  Mr. Robert  Henry,  iftw  gathered  the 
church  on  Cub  Creak,  Virginia,  resolved,  after  ministering  to 
that  charge  for  a  number  of  years,  to  l<save  them;  and  an  en- 
gagement was  made  for  his  services  in  th*se  two  congregations. 
By  the  records  of  the  Hanover  Presbytery,  it  appears  he  was 
dismissed  from  J&a  Cub  Creek  in  17SG\   and  hl3  death  is  reported 
to  Presbytery  at  havittg  taken  place  May  <!!th,1767. 
'"Hie  following  articles  of  agreement  between  Providence  ami 
Clear  Creek  (not1?  called  Philadelphia)  have  been  preserved  by 
'3a.queary.  *^hereas,  the  representation  of  both  congregations 
doth  unanimously  a-;ree  among  themselves,  in  the  names  of  both 
the  aforesaid  congregations,  to  stand  and  abide  by  each  other 
from  time  to  time  through  all  difficulties,  in  order  to  ob» 

the  labors  of  a  gospel  minister,  that  is  to  say,  the  one- 
half  of  his  labors  to  one  congregation,  and  the  other  to  the 
other.  And  for  a  true  and  sincere  union  for  the  truth  of  the 
aforesaid  articles,  the  representation  of  both  con^re^itioas 
hath  hereunto  subscribed  their  names,  Jan. 27th,  1770.  -Sew 
Providence  -  Joha  Hamsey,  James  Linn,  John  Havens,  James  Hous- 
ton, Andrew  itaah,  James  Braffen,  James  Johnston,  James  Teate, 
Thomas  Black,  Robert  Stewart?  Clear  Cre4k  -  Adam  Ale;?tander, 
Matthew  Stewart,  John  (jueary,  Michael  blggftt,  John  3brd,M. 
"Two  of  the  above  names  appear  in  the  list  of  the  Mecklenburg 
.Declaration,  vis  J  -  Adam  Alexander  and  J  aim  lineary,  which

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shows  that  the  men  were  public-spirited  wan,  that  formed  this 
representation,  iiut  we  have  no  memoranda  now  to  inform  us  of 
the  effects  of  this  union  upon  the  religious  concerns  of  the 
congregation.  Neither  have  we  any  detailed  account  of  the  eccl- 
esiastical concerns  of  the  congregation  during  the  arduous 
struggle  of  the  Revolution.  It  is  known  that  Thomas  Reese 
preached  in  Mecklenburg  for  some  time  when  the  other  congretja- 
tlons  were  generally  supplied  with  at  least  some  part  of  the 
services  of  a  minister;  and  that  from  his  pen  emanated  some  of 
the  effective  papers  that  moved  the  inhabitants  of  Mecklenburg; 
he  is  supposed  to  have  given  some  part  tf  his  time  to  Provid- 
ence, fir.  McRee  came  from  Steel  Creek  to  supply  the  pulpit,  for 
some  time,  as  he  says  he  often  rode  from  home  to  preach  for 
them  on  the  Sabbath.  Mr.  Archibald  came  over  from  Rocky  iiver 
and  Poplar  Tent,  and  supplied  them  for  a  season.  The  Rev.  David 
Barr  labored  in  the  hounds  for  some  time,  hut  did  not  make  it 
his  permanent  residence* 

"The  congregation  lying  on  the  route  of  the  armies  moving  north 
or  south,  suffered  its  full  share  in  the  plunder ings  which,  by 
the  account  of  the  British  historians,  cere  severe,  at  the  ttoe 
Comwallis  moved  on  to  Charlotte.  The  ni^t  before  he  approach- 
ed that  village,  he  encamped  in  Providence,  on  the  ground 
occupied  by  Colonel  Davie,  with  the  fe?>  American  forces  that 

behaved  so  nobly  n-hen  united  to  the  few  y&litia  and  volunteers 
that  joined  them  in  Charlotte,  'keeping  in  check  the  whole  |Jrig 
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array1.  Ihe  greatest  trial  in  the  war  was  upon  those  neighbor- 
hoods and  sections  of  country  subjected  to  the  plunderings  of 
the  array  of  the  king.  It  was  not  a  sudden  and  great  danger,  or 
even  bloodshed,  in  a  good  cause,  by  assault  or  regular  battle, 

in  which  the  excitement  ox  the  occasion  carries  the  spirit 
triumphant  through.  But  an  annoyance  in  the  smaller  matters  of 

property,  and  the  private  concerns;  a  taking  away  of  the  com- 
fort o£  domestic  life,  a  harassing  of  defenseless  females  and 
uelpleas  age  and  children;  and  this  continued  from  day  to  day, 
when  all  the  enthusiasm  of  excitement  had  spent  its  force; 
and  principle  itself  could  scarce  sustain  the  accumulated 
weight  of  numberless  petty  privations  and  aggravations,  crowned 
as  theye  sometimes  were  with  conflagration  and  butchery,  that 
entailed  exile  or  poverty.  It  is  a  matter  of  admiration  that 
under  the  pressure  of  all  these  evils  so  few  of  the  inhabitants 
in  Mecklenburg  ever  thought  of  deserting,  the  cause  of  liberty, 
or  of  'taking  protection',  though  many  families  saw  their 
wealth  swept  with  a  merciless  hand.  And  the  few  that  yielded 
in  the  trial  were  subjects  of  commiseration  rather  than  of 
severe  censure  and  harsh  denunciation. 

"James  vallis,  «ho  was  the  first  minister  that  gave  protracted 
service  to  i'rovidence,  spent  his  ministerial  life  in  the  con- 
gregation, he  «as  born  in  IJod,   in  Sugar  Creek,  son  of  ttzekisl 
..allia.  His  earl^  education  was  at  Liberty  hall  in  Charlotte; 
and  his  college  coarse  was  completed  at  •inusborough,  South 
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Carolina,  under  Dr.Barr.  He  was  ordained  pastor  in  1792,  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Orange,  and  never  chained  his  congregation 
till  death. 

"Soon  after  entering  upon  his  office  in  fchis  congregation, 
commenced  a  nmi  and  till  then  unknown  conflict  about  the  3ibla. 
That  the  Presbyterian  ministers  south  of  Yadkin  had  been  true 
patriots,  no  roan  irfthe  country,  or  in  the  British  army,  pre- 
tended to  deny.   fheir  names  were  not  unknown  in  the  camps  and 
the  pulpits  of  the  seven  churches  ooured  forth  the  bluest 
intellectual  efforts  in  discussing  the  r^hts  of  man,  and  sus- 
taining the  sinking  spirits  of  the  distressed  country,  by  the 
abounding  consolations  of  the  word  of  Qofi,  'ihe  minister  and 
his  congregation  prayer,  -  the  father  in  his  family  prayed, - 
the  soldier  in  his  tent,  and  in  the  woods,  prayed,  -  and  the 
co  manier  at  the  head  of  the  forces  often  coraraenced  the  march 
with  prayer.  And  it  was  no  idle  form  of  prayer.,  but  a  pouring 
out  of  the  heart  to  God  Almighty  for  his  protection  in  the 
struggle  for  liberty  and  truth. 

"Dr.  Kobircson  of  Poplar  ?ent5  used  to  tell  an  anecdote  of  an 
old  gentlemen,  by  the  name  of  Alexander,   in  one  of  the  neigh- 
boring congregations,   that  did  not  think  of  neglect ing  his 
religious  duties  though  called  into  cam?,  as  a  soldier.  Being 
sent  out  to  intercept  some  lories,   very  tsarly  one  morning,   when 
hie  post  was  assigned  him,  with  the  general  orders  to  wait  their 
near  approach  and  take  sure  aim,  he  took  the  opportunity  for 
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a  fev  momenta  of  davotion.  Taking  off  his  hat  he  knelt  ikrm  In 
tho  attitude  of  a  worshipper;  upon  the  near  approach  of  the  en* 
tqy  he  resumed  his  post  and  waited  the  signal.  The  unhappy  tory 
that  encountered  the  shot  of  his  rifle  fell  dead.  The  whole 
party  of  tories  sere  soon  dispersed  or  tafcen.  As  in  the  time  of 
Cromwell  the  praying  soldiers  did  not  run  or  play  the  coward* 
l|,Rben  the  w&r  tfcia  over,  then  cmne  the  otker  contests  of  fear- 
ful iiaport,  whos&  influence  was  felt  everywhere,  hut  nowhere  in 
Carolina  with  mora  violence  than  in  Mecklenburg;  county.  The 
authority  of  tho  king  had  been  discussed  and  set  aside;  the 
battle  between  the  crown  and  the  people  had  been  fought,  and 
won  by  tho  people.  Then  came  the  discussion  about  the  dominion 
of  conscience-  what  should  govern  conscience,  philosophy  or 
the  BibleV  Should  philosophy  dictate  to  the  Bible,  or  the  Bible 
to  all  the  world?  The  authority  of  the  Bible  underwent  a  sift- 
ing discussion,  such  as  Carolina  had  never  seen,  and  may  never 
see  again.  From  the  nature  of  the  case  that  discussion  was  ve- 
hement in  UecklenhuTg,  and  from  accidental  circumstances  em- 
bittered in  Providence.  &  debating  society,-  and  debating  soc- 
ieties for  political  purposes  were  cosaaon  in  those  days,  -  was 
formed  in  the  region  of  country  embracisf:  a  part  of  Sugar  &£€&* 
and  Steel  Creek  and  Providence,  and  furnished  with  a  circula- 
ting library,  replete  with  infidel  philosophy  and  infidel  senti- 
ments on  religion  and  morality.  JSverythi w.  of  a  religious  nature 
was  called  in  question  and  discussed;  and  thesftandard  of  opposition

was  raised  with      boldness  befeo»ltig  a  bvfcier  c^uae.  Caldwell  of 
Sugar  Creek,  and  ttallls  of  Providence,  bothers  in  the  ministry, 
snd  sons-in-lay  of  John  K'Knitt  Alexander,  were  in  the  hottest 
of  the  battle,  M  infidelity  is  never  so  outrageous  as  when  it 
t sires  its  seat,  or  strives  to  take  it,  It.  a  Chriatian  ooaimuiiity. 
"??ith  different  natural  tempei'ameut,   th«yr  met  the  strife  like 
courageous  men*  Caldwell,  cool,  clear  mil  amiable,  and  loved 
where  ho  could  not  convince;   Xallia,   clear,  atrong,  ardent,  and 
cxire  dreaded  though  less  loved;  both  unfaltering,  and  unwear- 
ied ana  honored,  -;aldwell  left  politics  (ss  other  hands,  and 
preached  the  gospel;  V/allls  proclaimed  the  great  principles  of 
democracy  as  psrt  of  hie  creed;  and  asaoited,  with  them,  the 
unlimited  control  of  the  word  of  §od  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  conscience,  whether  public  or  private.  He  prepared  a  pamphlet 
in  which  were  condensed  the  arguments  oi   Vatson,  Saley  and  Leslie, 
and  circulated  it  among  his  people  and  though  the  country.  A 
pamphlet  as  ffell  calculated  to  produce  the  effect  designed  - 
the  exhibition  of  the  evidences  of  revelation  in  contradiction 
to  all  infidel  notions  -  has  seldom  been  issued  from  the  proas. 
A.  reprint  would  be  advantageous  diere  discussion  on  the  subject 
of  revelation  is  called  for. 

"the  debating  society  embraced  wealth  and  talent,  and  for  a  tisae 
maintained  the  contest  with  spirit.  BB&gr&tion  %&  Tennessee,  in 

<«hich  the  library-  was  carried  across  the    Aunt&ins,  and  the 
great  revival  of  1802  broke  it  up. 
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"'.Vhile  this  discussion  was  going  on,  ana  men  were  arguing  for 
and  against  the  Bible  with  excited  and  sonetimeg  angry  feolin3& 
another  cause  o»  unhappineas  arose.  Mr.  Pallia  had  occasion  to 
be  absent  a  few  Sabbaths,  and  obtained  the  favor  of  Rev.  *uC, 
Davis,  to  supply  his  pulpit  one  Sabbath,  ir.  Davis,  on  the  <3ay 
of  his  supply,  made  use  of  the  version  of  Psalms  by  V&tts.  As 
the  congregation  had  never  agreed  to  introduce  this  version,  and 
as  many  families  were  opposed  to  their  us?  in  public  "worship, 
offence  was  taken;  and  the  blame  was  thrtrrn  on  }<ir,  Pallia  as 
having  been  privy  to  the  matter,  the   discontented  withdrew,  and 
for  a  time  worshiped  in  a  building  about  tiurea  hundred  ysxd® 
frora  the  old  stands  this,  however,  was  soon  abandoned,  and  the 
seceding  families  now  worship  at  Sardis,  about  seven  miles  dist- 
ant} the  subject  of  Psalmody  being  the  principal  matter  of  div- 
ision. 

"The  great  revival  of  1802  and  onward,  a  particular  account  of 
which  is  given  in  the  chapter  on  James  It'  Jready  and  the  great 
revival,  had  a  happy  influence  on  this  eongregatioa.  A  eamp- 
meeting  was  held  within  their  bounds,  OQffiaonolng  s^iday,  March 
2>A,  1802,  at  which  it  was  supposed  frox  five  to  six  thousand 
persons  were  present,  "Jfo  aecoaEoodnte  this  great  assemblage,  after 
a  soraon  at  the  public  stand  in  the  centre,  about  9  o'clock. 
worship  continued  at  five  different  places,  for  the  first  three 
days  little  impression  was  made,  and  th*  opinion  that  'all  was 
the  work  of  roan,  and  the  effects  of  the  power  of  oratory',  nhioh 
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nad  been  circulated  by  those  inclined  to  believe  in  the  infldh 
el  notions,  was  fining  ground.  But  on  ;tebbath  night  a  great 
impression  was  visible,  and  before  the  close  of  the  Meeting  a 
large  number  wer-j  hopeful  converts;  and  a^aong  these  were  son* 
that  had  been  pros&nent  in  their  unbelief,  'Ihere  are  some  liv- 
ing tola?  this  lay  ^a  were  converts  at  that  meeting,  v*u>ao 
lives  have  been  those  of  consistent  Chriitians. 

"Mr.  Wallis  taught  a  classical  school  maag  years.  The  deep  coa- 
viction,  that  purity  of  religion  and  morals  could  not  long 
survive  the  introduction  of  an  ignorant  sdaiafcry  into  the  ptji- 
pit,  urged  on  tbt  uinistera  of  the  PresV^erian  church  to  vui- 
remitting  efforts  to  establish  and  keep  alive  high  schools.  In 
these  efforts  they  received  the  aid  of  intelligent  laymen,  \$m 
were  labelled  by  the  full  belief,  that  ttht  welfare  of  the  bosSy 
politic  is  for  ever  indisaolubly  united    1th  mental  cultivation 
and  the  correct  training  of  the  moral  principles.  Long  has  the 
academy  stood  near  Providence  clsurch,  and  there  iaay  it  long 
stand.  The  church  and  the  school-house  were  inseparable  in  the 
oarly  Presbyterian  settlements,  fair.  Wallis  taught  acikool  succ- 
essfully, and  his  successors  lsave  kept  toe  doors  of  the  acad- 
amy  open  for  the  youth  of  tAeckleriburg;  and  ohen  the  actors  of 
the  present  generation  have  passed  from  the  atage,   their  re- 
cord will  say  of  .-any  of  them,  that  their  education  was  cquw- 
enced,  and  of  othevs,  that  it  was  finished  there.   It  does  not 
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appeal'  that  ia'.   <>£ii*3  was  driven  to  so^oi-keeping  oy  poverty 
0|  his  means;  but  from  the  necessity  of  the  country  at  lar^e, 
and  his  congregation  in  particular. 

'..r.    .iiilia  -^as  for  aoue  tine  before  his  death  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  University.  Phia  shows  the  estimation 
in  which  he  was  held  by  uis  political  iViands,  v?hen  there  wart 
so  aiany  treaby '» ui'iaa  ministers  of  eiain^aoe  as  teachers,  fvon 
'.vxuja  to  choose. 

r.Waliia  was  of  ataturw  rather  below  middling  height,  sutall 
in  person,   Quick  ia  his  motions,  and  elftfftiO  in  his  moveiaentsj 
exoit sable  in  his  temper,  wara  in  hi3  attachments,  ardent  in 
his  delivery  of  seruona,  and  not  subject  to  fear.  His  oongre^,*- 
fclon  flourished  under  his  ministry.  He  finished  hia  course  ia 
the  year  1S13,   in  the  ^?th  year  of  hia  ago,  ami  the  27th  of  his 
uiinistry. 

"In  the  year  lS£}t    the  Rev.Sasnel  WJlltwupoa  waa  called  aad 
settled  as  pastor j  in  this  office  he  continued  till  his  removal 
to  the  presidency  of  Davidson  college  in  the  year  lgl»0.  i>urii«

n  Two  years  later  it  was  estimated  that  the  great  tracts  all- 
otted to  Lord  Selwyn  contained  per  Imps  400  inhabitants,  and  a 
part  of  the  Selwyn  grant  taas  the  area  in  which  the  Spratts  and 
their  neighbors  lived  ". 

"Five  years  afterwards  -  it  ttus  in  1762  -  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Province  of  North  Carolina  drew  a  line  across  tie  west- 
ern area  of  Anson  county  and  called  the  new  county  Ifeolclenburg, 
and  in  1765  Henry  Eustace  IbCulloh  as  cosnissioncr  for  Lord 
Selwyn  gave  to  the  new  county  a  deed  for  360  acres  of  land  on 
which  to  erect  a  courthouse,  prison,  and  stocks.  The  following 
year  Thomas  Polk,  the  Spratts,  the  Alexanders  and  otliers  of 
the  present  area  of  Mecklenburg,  anxious  to  have  their  village 
as  the  county  seat  rather  than  sane  location  in  the  Rocky  River 
section  to  the  east,  erected  a  SEall  log  courthouse  in  the  in- 
tersection of  two  narrow  muddy  roads  they  already  *;ere  beginning 
to  envision  as  streets  of  a  future  city. 

"And  two  years  later,  in  August,  these  Hecklenburgers,  entertain 
ed  Governor  Uilliati  Tryon,  cajoled  the  dictatorial  Tryon  into 
granting  the  village  a  charter,  naBed  its  principal  street  for 
him,  and  called  the  sprawling  cluster  of  houses  atop  the  red  rise 
in  the  crossing  of  the  roads,  Charlotte  ", 

"Tfocklenburgors  participated  in  the  sharp  clash  at  Brandywine 
on  September  11,  1777,  where  England's  General  Howe  defeated 
Washington  and  noved  toward  Philadelphia,  and  again  on  October 
U  at  Genaantown,  where  Washington  tried  unsuccessfully  to  dis- 
lodge Howe.  And  they  spent  the  disastrous  winter  at  Valley  Forge. 
It  was  while  they  i/ere  in  carrp  there,  In  fact,  that  they  organ- 
ised the  Phalanx  lodge  of  Masons,  Charlotte's  oldest  lodge". 

"With  independence  won,  Mecklcnburgers  were  free  to  turn  their 
energies  to  nore  peaceful  pursuits.  They  repaired  the  courthouse, 
Which  had  been  damaged  during  the  fighting  that  greeted  the  arriv- 
al of  Cornwallis,  they  established  or  gave  added  support  to 
sohools  that  had  developed  in  connection  with  sane  of  the  churches, 
notably  at  Sugaw  Creel:,  RocI:y  River,  Poplar  Tent,  and  Hopewell, 
and  the  year  after  the  British  had  finally  been  driven  net  fron 
the  land  they  began  to  increase  materially  their  cultivation  of 
cotton  and  corn". 
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"As  cotton  began  to  be  king  in  the  south  a  landed  gentry  grew  up 
in  those  areas  that  a  few  generations  before  had  boen  the  nones 
of  hard  working  small  fanners  and  artisans.  Soon  the  wealthier 
began  to  rely  upon  the  work  of  their  overseers  and  slaves  and 
devoted  themselves  to  tae  pursuits  of  tee  arts,  sports,  and  the 
social  graces,  They  became  owners  of  large  libraries,  they  hunted 
and  raced  their  horses,  they  attended  balls  and  dinners  and  even 
visitei  in  Charleston  and  Philadelphia  and  the  homes  of  tidewater 
Virginia. 

"In  1817,  for  instance,  in  Charlotte,  which  was  still  a  vcty  snail 
hamlet  of  perhaps  less  than  a  hundred  families,  they  organised 
the  Center  Library  society  and  six  years  later  the  General  Assem- 
bly granted  a  charter  to  the  Hew  Providence  Library  association, 
whose  laudable  purpose  was  set  out  to  promote  'general  reading 
and  literary  culture1". 

"In  Mecklenburg  the  large  landowners  and  t-he  country's  developing 
aristocracy  lived  in  the  main  outsidB  Charlotte,  especially  in 
the  Hopewell,  Sugaw  Greek  and  Providence  sections". 

"Charlotte  was  for  years  the  mining  capital  of  the  united  States 
and  prospectors,  engineers,  technicians  accomplished  in  the  meth- 
ods then  in  use,  and  laborers  skilled  in  mining  operations  came 
here  from  all  over  the  country  and  even  from  foreign  countries, 
For  an  even  half  century  *+  until  the  California  gold  rush  of 
184.9  -  this  section  was  the  cento?  of  the  nation's  mining  activi-

"Near  the  middle  of  the  century  the  stage  coaches  were  srpplement-

About  one  idle  west  of  old  Providonco  Presbyterian  church  in 
Ifcekleriburg  county,  is  the  •  Billy  Rea  '  honostead,  once  a  hor:e 
of  note  in  both  colonial  flames  and  the  days  of  tie  war  between 
the  states.  It  stands  very  near  to  the  '  Big  Road  *,  now  re- 
placed by  one  of  Ifeoklenburg  county '--s  splendid  state  roods. 
(  Providence  Road  -  H.D.H.)  In  front  of  the  house  and  nearer 
still  to  the  road  is  the  old  well,  still  furnishing  clear,  cold 
water  to  the  thirsty  household  and  to  passing  travelers.  I  think 
the  place  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  I'r,  Banks  Kuykendal  and 
family,  whoso  wife  is  a  Rea. 

At  the  tine  that  Lord,  Oornwallis  and  Golonel  Tarleton  were  in  flight 
from  the  battle  of  Gowpens,  on  their  way  across  Worth  Carolina 
to  the  battle  of  Guilford  Court  House,  taeir  forces  had  to  pass 
alon ;  this  old  road  to  go  through  Charlotte,  wiiere  the  skirmish 
called  the  Battle  of  Charlotte  took  place  — the  '  Hornet's  West  » 
where  tlioy  did  not  tarry  long. 

They  all  stopped  by  the  well  in  front  of  the  Rea  place,  and  here 
Colonel  Tarleton  conranded  the  pretty  young  daughter  of  the  house 
to  draw  a  bucket  of  water  and  serve  him  with  a  cool  drink.  She 
brought  out  a  tin  dipper-full  as  if  to  hand  it  to  the  haughty 
British  officer.  Instead  of  doing  so  she  quickly  pushed  the  buck- 
et down  the  well  and  threw  the  contents  of  the  dipper  full  in 
the  face  of  the  officer,  then  running  back  into  the  house  where 
she  hid  till  the  amy  passed,  Tarleton  was  angered  beyond  e:spr ess- 
ion,  but  he  dared  not  follow  and  punish  the  bold  maid,  in  company 
of  his  superior  officer,  who  was  laughing  heartily  at  Tarleton 's 
discomfiture,  as  were  all  the  others  gathered  at  the  well. 


' 
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As  he  rode  alon:  the  well-wooded  road  near  Providence  church 
Jornwallis,  dismounting  to  rest  a  few  tonents,  cut  an  oak  sapling 
from  a  tree,  one  that  shot-red  a  ourve  at  one  end,  making  it 
suitable  for  a  walkin'stick.  When  he  disruounted  a?ain  at  the 
Rea  well  he  stuck  it  point  downwards,  in  the  pounds,  and  in  the 
fun  engendered  by  the  Tarleton  incident  he  absent-mindedly  left 
his  improvised  walkingstick  where  he  had  stuck  it. 

The  Rea  family  never  took  it  away;  and  the  nest  spring  shoots 
were  seen  sprouting  from  the  green  branch.  This  crooked-handled 
stick  eventually  grew  into  a  monarch  in  the  forest,  its  curved 
riddle  bolo  alimys  retaining  the  bend  as  it  was  cut  down  by  the 

British  corsiander. 

I  once  taught  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Rea  homestead,  and  in 
goinj  bad:  and  forth  fron  my  country  school  to  Charlotte,  for 
week-end  visits,  1  always  passed  slowly  the  spot  where  the 
curved  old  tree  reared  its  noble  head.  It  was  called  *  The 
Gornwallis  Tree  '  by  all  in  that  neighborhood  and  people  cane 
for  miles  to  behold  it. 

Between  30  and  IP  years  ago  a  fire  broke  out  neat  the  tree  and 
it  caught  fron  a  spark.  In  spite  of  efforts  to  save  it  it  bowed 
its  ancient  head  in  the  dust,  as  the  fire  had  penetrated  too 
deeply  into  its  heart  by  the  tine  the  forest  tragedy  was  dis- 
covered.

This  spring, 
though  now  unused,  presents  a  most  picturesque  appearance,  its 
arch  of  natural  stones  bringing  to  rand  the  altars  of  'unhewn 
stone*  which  the  Israelites  of  old  were  commanded  to  build.

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June  i7»  1951      "  For  a  decade  or  longer,  church  congregations 
in  Mocklehburg  and  adjoining  counties  have  been  rerodcling  and 
adding  to  tieir  places  of  wars  iip.  While  the  boll  weevil  and  other 
pests  have  nado  far  .in;  a  gamble,  land  values  have  increased, 
largely  due  to  the  development  and  growth  of  Charlotte  and  neigh- 
boring towns,  and  funds  for  buildings  Iiave  increased. 

"  Within  two  years  Providence  Presbyterian  church  has  constructed 
a  manse  and  a  Sunday  school  building  and  Harrison  Ibthodist  church 
a  parsonage.  The  purpose  seers  to  be  to  make  the  places  more  de- 
sirable for  ministers  and  congregations. 

n  An  able  and  resourceful  pastor  of  Providence  church,  Rev.  Robert 
Zenas  Johnston,  not  only  taught  a  school,  but  famed  -  he  purchased 
land  and  a  hone  -  and  the  home  still  stands  today,  a  story  and  a 
half  frame  building,  which  was  never  painted. 

n  In  that  humble  home,  It,   Johnston  started  life  as  family  nan, 
preacher,  teacher  and  farner.  How,  the  hone,  if  new,  would  hardly 
be  pretentious  enough  for  an  ambitious  farm  tenant.  At  that  tine 
It,   Johnston  not  only  served  the  Providence  congregation  but  one 
at  Sharon  Presbyterian  church.  Before  he  left  for  Lincolnton  to 
spend  the  remaining  part  of  his  career  he  had  won  success  as  min- 
ister of  the  gospel  and  teacher. 

n   Hp«  Johnston  night  have  been  called  the  '  1-fcrrying  Parson  of 
Itecklenburg  '  for  he  united  approxi  ately  150  couples  in  matrimony 
in  this  area,  doing  that  important  service  for  llethodist,  Prcsby- 
terians  and  those  of  other  denominations.  He  traveled  on  horseback 
or  in  a  buggy  or  two— wheeled  cart,  drawn  by  a  horse,  to  his  posts 
of  duty,  and  the  homes  of  his  people.  He  was  friendly,  accomoda- 
ting, an '  active.  Today  descendants  of  his  are  scattered  about  the 
nation  doing  \rell,  making  good  in  various  capacities. 

"  The  Johnston  residence  was  near  those  of  the  Reids,  HaKees, 
Griers,  Knoxcs,  Samples,  Kuykcndals,  and  others.  Across  from  it, 
now,  is  the  residence  of  William  II.  IbSee,  35-  year  old  elder  of 
Providence  church  and  his  three  sons,  Billy,  John  and  Joe. 

"  Billy  1-feKee,  the  elder,  now  85,  used  to  visit  the  Johnstons  when 
he  was  a  boy. 

"  He  commented  on  the  distance  we  have  come  since  those  hospit- 
able neighborly  years  j  ever  body  now  goes  dasliing  by  his  hone  in 
motor  cars.  Being  a  man  of  friendly  disposition,  he  likes  to  speal: 
to  people  who  pass,  Sorte  days  his  arm  becomes  tired  from  leaving  to 
the  gasoline  ariciawcacy  as  it  speeds  over  tie  hard-surfaced  road 
recently  completed.  In  the  old  days,  if  he  heard  someone  conin;;  it 

was  tJirough  the  hoof  beats  of  horse3  under  saddles  or  two-wheeled., 

vehicles  •'. 
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"  Ifr.  Johnston  grew  cotton,  corn  and  small  grain,  had  rallk  cows, 
orchards,  .pig»  peas,  and  other  things  to  enable  him  to  provide 
for  his  family.  He  belonged  to  the  bearded  gentry  -  the  safety 
razor  had  not  then  been  invented,  and  a  clean-shaven  face  vas  a 
problem.  His  -hiskers  did  not  militate  against  hinj  he  was  right 
in  fashion.  Despite  his  strenuous  efforts  to  keep  the  wolf  from 
his  door  I-Jr.  Johnston  liad  time  to  prepare  good  sernons,  and  Ms 
pews  were  fairly-well  filled,  including  those  in  the  galleries 
built  for  colored  worshippers  ". 

"  Dr.  Harold  D.  Hayward,of  Providence,  lives  in  a  striking-look- 
ing brick  manse,  surrounded  by  garden  and  shad©  trees,  in  the 
upper  section  of  Providence  township,  and  Rev.  Kenneth  Grouse, 
occupies  a  snug  well-furnished  parsonage  is  Lower  Providence, 

"  Before  14'.  Johnston  was  called  to  preach  at  Providence,  Rev. 
Jethro  Rumple  served  it  as  pastor.  He  vent  fron  there  to  Salis- 
bury. A  Charlotte  nan  who  knew  Dr.  Rumple  gave  me  this  story  I 
San  Paries,  a  slavo  of  Moses  Allen  Parks,  was  a  member  of  that 
church  -  ho  and  a  half  hundred  others  of  his  race  belonged  to 
it.  The  present  building,  erected  in  1^60,  was  inspired  by  him. 
He  said  the  galleries,  provided  for  them,  \-;ere  difficult  of 
access  and  tuieotf or table.  He  and  others  appealed  to  Dr.  Rumple 
and  the  session  for  better  accomaodations.

In  the  old  church  the  pulpit  was  very  high,  with  a  sounding  board 
above.  The  galleries  were  dingy  and  to  close  to  the  roof  -  a  san 
of  average  height  had  to  steep  to  keep  fron  striking  his  head  on 
rafters.  The  stairway  that  ran  to  it  went  up  fron  the  outside. 
San  Parks  did  not  like  the  arrangenont  for  his  people  and  said  so. 
At  that  tine  the  church  had  166  members,  including  Negroes  n. 

n  Soon  after  the  new  building  was  erected  the  colored  communicants 
noved  out  in  a  block  -  that  was  during  the  service  of  Zr.  Joimston. 
A  preacher  from  the  Berth  had  a  secret  meeting  with  then  and  urged 
then  to  establish  their  am  church,  and  that  they  did.  Ho  sugg- 
estion of  the  pastor  or  the  session,  or  treatment  by  the  congrega- 
tion made  them  move.
